All olitbcrato roiioi l has been aiibmit- 
od hy tilts royal ccniiiiiissiuii iipijuiiitod to 
inquire into tlio "Hoiuiiif^ of the Work- 
ing Claasea." Its recidiimeiidations can 
hardly be aiiid to embody a policy, aa each 
of the oommissioners appears to entertaiu 
different views. 'I'hd rpporta treats the 
subject ill a systematic inaniior, umlor the 
heads of overoruwdiiig, structural iiiid 
sanitary defect.^ ami ciiuaoa uf tliti evils. 
Under the-hitti-r it tiasigiis :i3 tlii; princi- 
pal causea: Poverty, hii^h rents, demoli- 
tion, e.xitortiuns of niiddlemiiii and inort- 
nosa of loc.-il anthoritiea. In rohUiDii to 
ovorcrowdiiiir, a uvuiU many cases are 
given, of which the fuUowiiii;, occurring 
in London, are typical: "In System 
place one room was occupied by a man 
and wife with four children the eldest 
of sixteen, in addition to a wi man lodger 
and baby, ei<;hl in all in a room nine fotft 
square. At 2 Nechiiigur place, one room, 
about ton feot stiuaro, was occupied by a 
family of oi<,'lit, and at 'JU Dniid.sinu t 
there was a room occiiijicd by a man and 
wife and family of four, the oldest beiny 
i'.J years old. In Spitaltields, Ho Haubury 
■;root, is a house of nine rooms and there 
■rts a average of seven persous in each 
im. In no room was there more than 
"bed. At Nottiiifi hill wore found, in 
patherine's road, cases of si.x or aovcii 
jj.j^ibers of a family ncciipyiiii; one room, 
c :ondition nf provincial towns was 
/oiina'V|to ^'ary considerably, but on the 
whole ilt 's less unfavorable than that of 
the pXort^r districts I'f the metropolis " 
The sarne evil of ovui'crnwdiiig exists in 
ppoviiicilal towns, with ti liigiily detri- 
mental e'wToct upun moral and ,-aiiitary 
condltioiPB. A majority of the cuiniuis- 
sion rec4)mnieuda aa a remedy^ enfran- 
chiaemeiJi of leaaeholdera, and single in- 
dividuals reccmineiid such as: Munici- 
paliratio'i of land, and rural anthoritiea to 
have ooU'or to erect dwellintis for laboring 
classes >nd attach land to tliein. . (Jn the 
whole, the report only serves the purpose 
ofofficiftily placinu before parliament and 
the public 111 a systematic iimiinor tlie 
great evils e.visting through the impro[ier 
housing of the poor. 

An o.^lraordiiiiiry .siiiciile was commit- 
ted last week in the I'rMtealant chapel, in 
the Rue flladatnc, Taris. Imniediately 
after the sermon, n iiian roae, and Bayinu 
deliberately in a loud voice, " I'lio pastor 
alone tells the truth," dre\v a revolver and 
blow out his brains. Women screamed 
and mailed to the door. The doctors 
wore fetched, but cotdd otdy certify thiit 
death had taken place. A wild letter of 
groat length, written over niglit, clearly 
indicated insanity. The writer, flei inan 
Keller, a Geriiian Swiss, a native of Zur 
ich, aged 34, said that when in 1H71 the 
army of BourhakI took refui;e in Switzer 
land, he aiono shuvvod ayinpaihy for 
France by offering cigars to the soldiers. 
Ho cume to France, and desired nothing 
«o much as to bo a French soldier to fight 
for the recovery of Btrasburg He had 
been living for six years in a boarding- 
house, with relationa, but he cnuld not 
reconcile hiuiaulf t<i abandun hia ule;i and 
esist for uiere eatino and dfiakin>^. lie 
had wished to marry a Frenchwoman, and 
two girls had paid court to liim, and ulti- 
mately jilted him. Ho had broken his 
arnl, which a French doctor had badly set, 
and BO his dearest wish to serve in the 
French army was frustrated. He gave 
notice thnt lie wi5uld kill liitnself in the 
Protestant chapoi. He desired no supor- 
Btitious cross over his grave, but hoped all 
patriotic Frenchmen would attend his 
funeral, or he would like better thst his 
body mlKlitrbe given up for diasoction, so 
that the most scientific doctors mieht say 
what ought to have been tho proper treat- 
ment for the accident which rendered him 
a cripple. In a postcript he said; "My 
unole owes n\e 250 franca, of which I wish 
to aubscribo 100 francs' to the Qarabetta 
monumeiit."

In that case 
l think consi-stently with tin; u[iinion 
above cited, ho would tloMi, having sev- 
(M'eil Ilia relations with his tribe entire- 
ly, ac<iuire the rights of a citizen, 
though it may be that the courts might 
in some way get around that, I shall 
he glad at the next ses.sion to do any- 
thing in my power to make a general 
provision I hat any liulian who choost-s 
voluntarily and in some formal way to 
renounce his allegiance to his tribe and 
Hsuerbhis deiiire tu become a citizen of 
ihu United States, with all its rights 
and responsibilities, may do so, Mr. — 
litis every right of civil security while 
ufl" a reservation and away from his 
tribe that he would have if lit; were a 
citizen of tlie United States, except 
possibly that by the laws of some of 
the Stales he may not be able to ao- 
tjuii-e and hold real estate. These rights 
are the same exactly for tln^ peo|)le not 
citissens as for those wlio an;. The obl.i- 
gation.s incurrt'd by tiikingnn citizen- 
ship are really only those of being sub- 
ject to do civil or military iluty under 
the (Joveriiinent, and liability as trai- 
tors if they levy war against it."

'•Suil'urer's" ieller in ycaiuruuy'a Cuhuii.'^i 
has cruatud 11 Ljuiiiiiiio ui'iisatioii. Tliu 
public mind was rudoly Bhocked by tlie 
revelations. Mon and womea had begun 
to think that gambling was almost stamped 
ont and wero startled wIk'Ii told tliat thu 
aoductivo (>aiiu!b uf faro and tlio perplox- 
ing drawpokur are conduotod in neiirly 
uvury lalouti and that tliu hoaltliful rccru 
atioD of riding tlio "studhorati" ia nightly 
enjoyed in many places of public rusort. 
These are aorioua statements, indeed — 
reflecting, as thoy do, on the efficient ad- 
ministration of tho polico departinoiit. Thu 
Ibtter was wriLttMi professedly to furniali 
information to tho mayor, who has re- 
ceived several anonymnus cumiuatiioa- 
tions, the writers of which go as for as 
"Sufl'erer" in exposing and denouncini" 
the terrible evil. -In conversation witli 
tho chief of police that officer professed 
entire iannranco of the oxiatoiicu ot the 
praoticea complaineil of. lie aaid th:it ho 
had heard thero wms gainbliiii,' goini; on, 
but he was unable to locate it. From 
other SQurcoa it ia learned that on several 
occaaiona when the police had arranged to 
make a raid on gambling houses they 
found that tho j,'aniblera had been warned, 
and when the ollieera entered tlicre were 
neither cards nor any other evidence of 
gambling to be seen anywhere about the 
establishmont. This fact shows that 
there is a "traitor in tho camp," — that 
some one who was aware of the designs of 
t!.d polic^ had given the gainblors warn- 
ing of their approach. If "SuS'erer's" 
statements are only one-half true, the fact 
that gambling can be carried on openly in 
this fair city is evidence tiiat either tho 
police are not discharging tboir duty or 
thai the alarm system of the knights of 
the green table is so perfect aa to baiUo 
the vigilance of tho keenest detective on 
the force. It wculil be a aurions atl'air 
for the police if the r.ito[>ayorrt should hold 
them personally respou.iible for the prev- 
alence of vice in their midst. 

[Since tho above was in type another 
correspondent draws attention to tlio ex- 
istence of tho gambling practice, llis 
accusations are autlieiently pointed to 
challenge the immediate attention of tlie 
mayor and ouuocil. If the police are 
aware of these facta they fail in their duty 
in not 8uppre8sinf» theo/il;und if thoy 
are not aware of them, candor compels us 
to say that they ought to be. Shall it 
again be said of tho police that the duties 
they are paid to discharge are really ilia- 
oharged by private eilizensl W'e shall 
have more to say on this in:iiter upon a 
future occasion. It has too important a 
bearing ou the well-being of the town to 
be dismissed before at leaat aii. thor eli'. rt 
has been made to suppress [jublic gamb- 
ling. Here is "Observer's" letter: —

THE REFORTED RESIGNATION Ob' 

A SCUOUL TRUEST EE. 

The evening papers announco the resig- 
nation of Mr. Chaiiib^ra, <iiie of the 
school trustees elected for .Johnson street 
ward. Mr. Chambers, it ia asserted, has 
sent a letter of resignation in which ho 
details the reasons for his course to the 
aupermtendeiit of education. Now, it ao 
happens that the sujjeiinteiKlcnt cannot 
receive tho resignation of a trustee. U 
must bo addressed to the hoard of whicli 
he is a member. Section 3:") of the School 
Act states that a tniRteo desiring to resign 
must give notice of his intention to ins 
colleagues, who iiro alono empowered to 
receive it. The bo;ird lixes the time and 
place for holding an election to bll the 
vacancy and the government appoints the 
returning officer, etc., to conduct the 
election. That is all there is about it. Mr. 
Chambers practically has not reaiL'ned and 
cannot reaigii until his colleagues elect have 
hold a meeting and voted toreci.'ive his resig- 
nation. One of the journals referred to 
makes the statement (on the authoiity 01 
Mr. Chambers) that another election will 
not be necessary if Mr. Dalby, who re- 
ceived the least votes at tho recent elec- 
tion, should consent to (ill the vacancy. 
Thia is very ali.surd. \Ve should be glad 
to see i\lr. Dalby 011 tho board; but there 
is no way in which he can get there ex- 
cept by the grace and favor of the elec- 
tors, expressed through the medium of 
an election.

A Kcply to its Ii^rroucoiis Asser- 
tions. 

To Tiir. Enrroit: — I'leaso .ilUuv me {o 
call the attention of the peojile of Vic- 
toria (outside of tho very few who read 
the Standard) to an article which ap- 
peared in that paper yesterday morning 
headed "Explanatimi"— yet it ex|ilaina 
nothing. It ia directed against the union 
printers, of thia city, and is as nonsensi- 
cal aa it 13 misleading. It does not state 
facts, let alone the truth. The tauto- 
logical murder of the Queon'a lOnglish 
who evolved that article should write an- 
other, explanatory of this "explanation." 
Ue says: "We * ♦ * have n/icii;/,-: p:iid a 
fair days wages for a fair days labor." 

Barring tho grainin;itical and typo- 
graphical monstrosities of tlio abovo sen- 
tence, I oiuuhatically deny the aanie. Mr. 
C. McK. Suiith iiecer paid an honest day's 
svage for an honest day's labor unless ho 
was forced by unsurinouutablo circum- 
stances to do it, and then it waa done 
with a threat of aomo sort or other to tho 
detriment of the workmen. Again: 

"Wo have employed union composi- 
tors since thoir organization, and ngver 
entertained any idea of dismissing a union 
man because ho was such, even when op- 
portunities did iiresotit themselves." 

'Phis ia aatoiiiahingly brazen. Has the 
ma:!ager of the Slandiird already for- 
gotten tho idea of November last/ Didn't 
he fill his office then with rats, and only 
called union men buck because tho rat.s 
wore incompetents and could not do the 
work) In regard to his nerer entertain- 
ing an idea of dismiaaing union men, it is 
a notorious fact that if any old, drunken 
loafer came along and oU'ered to work for 
live cents leaa than the moat aober, in- 
dustrious and competent man he had, that 
loafer waa given a job, in proferaiico to 
the imm, who had a family to aupport, 
and who had given the utmost aatiafac 
tion, and only for the union buys refus- 
ing to work in the ollico with the loafer he 
would have been forced upon them. 

The remainder of the article ia as 
foolish as it ia untrue. It says: 

"They liavo posted up in our office a 
sot of rules, for the working of our 
business, without a word of conauit;itio;i 
with their employer as to whether they 
were in any way objectionable." 

Another falsehood. All business em- 
ploying a large number of men must have 
some rules for the government of those 
men. These rules were drafted for such 
a piirpu.su, and obtained tho sanction of 
the manager of the ytandard before they 
were printed and poateil up. They are 
for tho govornmont of employes oxchi- 
aively, and Mr. C. MelC. Smith and 
Amur do Cosmos know that to lie the 
fact, and knew it all tho time. Upon 
several occaaiona tho rples were changed 
for the benotit of tho em])loyor, when he 
complained in the least ag nnat him. He 
aaya that one of the rule.s ia that "ten 
cents shall bo charged for every uncor- 
rected error," but neglected to state that 
the compositor was the parly charged Ion 
cents, which was always deducted from 
his wages at tho end of tho week. 

Again, he says that "tho union will not 
allow the pr jpriator to avail himaolf of 
tho services of more than one boy. * * ♦ 
Even to these [an advance of Qve cents] 
figures we were willing to agree if the 
onion would allow us to sngage a boy. To 
this thoy objected, and we tiieii anbmitted 
to them that they enipl-iy tiieir own men 
and accept the rate of 4.") cents." 

The nianageinent of tho Standard was 
iiri-' )- willing to accede to the adv.-uice of 
live cents per 1000 emS in coinposilion, 
although Mr. Smith knew that tho print- 
era earned it, and that they were only 
aaking for tho same pay as that given by i 
all Union papers ou tho Pacific coast. 
When he asked for another day hand, or 
apprentice (one was already employed), 
the request was readily agreed to, be- 
cause the men had to work many hours 
more than they wanted to, sometimes as 
high a.s aixteoii out cjf the twenty-four, 
and It w )uld have pleased tlimn to see 
imiro hell) ''"^ papur. I myself sunt a 
iirat-class apprentice to Mr. Smith, and 
because the boy had manhood enough to 
not work for starvation wages and board 
himself he waa not engaged by iSIr. 
Smith, and now tho onus of the trans- 
action is saddled upon tho L'niot.. Sev- 
eral times after thia 1 advised him to, or 
offered myself to put on another man, or 
a buy hi apprentice wages, thus reducing 
the number of hours of labor, as also the 
size of the weekly bills; l)ut ;\lr. Smith 
refused. lie evidently wiuiti!(l to U(jrk 
the Union hands to death, and then curse 
them because thoy made big bills. 

In regard to his threat to employ 
Chinese printers, it was made by him to 
the executive cnminittee of the Union, 
when they waited on him upon a serious 
matter, and wa.s never intended by him 
or understood by the cotnmitteo aa a joke. 
The inability of the Uhinoso to do the 
work is the only reason he does not hire 
tliem. The fault does not lie with either 
Mr. Smith or Mr. DeUosmos. 

In ccuicluaion, I will state that the ob- 
jeela of our organization, as set forth in 
our [uibliahed constitution, are. "To 
cherish, protect antl promulgate our in- 
terests and rights as workmen; to culli- 
v'ite the social ties existing between mem- 
bers of the craft ; to abolish injurious 
Ijrivileges, and hriiuj nil Miidcr tin- cun- 
straint iif wliulfmnnf iLvt\i." .\\u\ this wo 
abide by, furiiialiing only lirst-claas, hon- 
eat and honoralile workmen to oinployera 
— men n[)nn whom the/ can rely at all 
liine.s and umlor all ciroumalances; and 
wo reoiiiro that theao moll shall receive 
just and ecpiitable payment in accordance 
with till! timount of lalior perforin>.ul. If 
that scale is not juatilicd by the exigiMi- 
ciea of 'ho times, v,-e are the lirst t(j ac- 
knowledge the fact, and govern ourselves 
accordingly. Mr. Smith, in discharging 
his Union men, simply aaid in aubstaiico 
that if thoy would turn traitors to the 
Union, violate their sacred pledges, and 
bec(jnio tlis!ioiiual and uialionorablo men -- 
such as he has now in his employ — ho 
would still keep them; otherwise he 
would not, and they muat go and soek 
elaowhei o for that ineod uf ^support for 
themselves, their wives and children 
which thoy had heretofore earned from 
him by working 15 and 10 hours out of 
every 'J-i, and ho would fill tho ollico with 
dialionorable and incompetent workmen 
from Seattle. The Union printers re- 
fused to thus dishonor themselves, and so 
they walked out, and the rata are in pos- 
session of tho Standard.

- In tho province of 
Caatllou do L.iplana yeaterdiiy there were 
80 cases of cholera and UO deaths. Thirty 
llionsand peo|)lo have left Madrid, owing 
to dread of the terrible diaeaso which iias 
taken iiosaeasion of the people. In the 
city of Alurcia alone yesterday there were, 
according to the latest re[)orts, 0-1 new 
cases of cholera and 'M) deaths. In the 
province of Murcia, outside the city, there 
were 60 cases of chulora and 10 deaths 
within tho aaino period. 

The < lllicial fiazette confirina the state- 
ment th.it cholera is raging in the pn - 
viiicea of Valencia, Castilon do L:i|)lana 
and Murcia, and in the city of iMadrid.53 

Madkid, 2.130 [). in:, .lune 17. — Yeitor- 
day ill Caatellon do la I'lana there wore 
M new cases of cholera ami 28 deaths. 
In -the city of Valencia 15 new cases and 
7 deaths were reported to-day, whilo the 
province of Valencia hail a total of 140 
new cases and 88 deaths. In the city of 
Murcia there were 98 ne« cases and 4 
deaths. In the province of Murcia the 
new cases aggregateil 171 and the deaths 
71. In .■\rajne3, a town of New Castles, 
17 miles southwest from Madrid, there 
was one case of cholera to-day. 

Madhid, .June 17. — There were four 
fresh cases of cholera here yesterday 
afternoon; there were also two deaths. 
.Senor Romero Robuldo, minister of the 
Interior, declared in Carlos last evening 
that the suspicious cases 111 ?kladrid were, 
beyond doubt, cholera, and of the Asiatic 
type. 

AUSTRI.-\. 
Bkl'nn, .June 17. — A labor riot of grave 
prcjporlioiis took jjlace in this city last 
night. Trouble has been browing for 
some time and grew out of a diiTerence 
between the men and the factory owners 
about the hours uf labor. As a settle- 
ment of the difffirenco could not bo 
amicably arranged, the men struck, and 
last evening at six o'clock great crowd.-i of 
people gathered about several factories 
and violently iisaaiilted them with atonoa 
and other missies. The windows were 
demolished, the gates forced open and the 
excited [leople rushed in upon tho factory 
grounds. 'I'ho military wi^ro called out 
and succeijded Ijy midnight in dispersing 
tho crowds and restoring (u-di^r. In tho 
contiictB between thu soldiers and thu 
rioters two officers and six privates and 
many rioters were wounded. A renewal 
uf the disturbance is feared. 

ENtiLAND. 

LoNiKiN, .lune 17. — The (,)ueon arrived 
this morning at Windsor from Balmoral 

Another conference <.f the conservatives 
was hold at noon to day at the residence 
of tho Marquis of Salisbury. The pur- 
pose of this conference was to endeavor 
to settle upon persona ti> lill the several 
offices, 80 that a complete cabinet may be 
presented to parliament on Friday. Lord 
Randolph Churchill attended the con- 
ference. 

T'he great establishment devoted to 
various kinds of buainoas of William 
Whitley, of Weslbouriie Ornve, Queen's 
R lad, and Kensington Garden Siiuaro 
took lire this morning.

WitncNs Ills Wonderfai 
Inventions. 

(I'lir- .St. l,.)uis lllolii.' Duaiaoral.) 

Piiii,.u>i:i,rniA (Pa.), May 26.— Inventor 
Koely's workshop was crowded with 

curiosity-seekers today. The "inter- 
otheric liluuator" and tho latest engine 
were the at t r.ietiiui.s, Tho former stood 
upon a pedo.atal and rested upon a bed of 
|ilate giaa.) one inch in thickness. It was 
c'Uiuected to the engine by fine steol 
tubes, and the aperture, through which 
the power was transmitted, was about at 
lar !e as a good sized needle is thick, The 
engiiu- consisted of a sphoro resting upon 
t .vo upri^zhta. At one end of the axle was 
a Hinall pulley, over which the belt passed. 
Tli.'enlire appariitos was apart and the 
variou^^ pioccs were strewn over the floor 
when the gentlemen entered. Mr. Koely 
pruoeoded to put the "liberator" together 
in their presence, and a half hour wau con- 
sumed iu this. At about 3 o'clock tho in- 
ventor admitted a pint of air into a wrought 
steel tube mid this was then paHsed into the 
"liberator," where its power was multiplied 
lifte.-n times in a secoiid. Tho air waa 
jiassed tlirougli the vibrators aud iutonai- 
lli-d ami there stored in a wrought stool 
cylinder. 'The gauges showed a prossuro of 
8,01)0 pounds to the square inch, and tho 
tubes suoined to expand. Tho engiuftwuastart- 
ed ami ruu for an hour or more. Planks 
were put under it and pressed against it 
to decrease the spood, but there was no 
perceptible lessoning of tho revolutions. 
After thi.a a level was lifted with two 
atout gentlemen sitting upon it, and the 
gaiiLjes showed a pressure of 22,000 
pounds. The power was applied to a 
cannon of about an inch and a half bore, 
and tho bnlleta were spattered like so 
much mud npoii an iron target. Mr. 
Keely said that in about two moutliB he 
expected to have hia completed engine, 
now building, ready. Then ho would take 
out hia patents, and hia work would bo 
iiiiiahed. Ue said he had full control of 
the gre.it power and could use it at will.

Proof AKUIitst Liyc in luiyForni 

(St. I'aul l!.'ralil.) 

A little knot of choice 8i)irits wore 
assembled in tlie back parlor of the gay 
office recently, listening to a narrative 
of wild and thrilling western adven- 
turea from the lips of iMr. Curry 
Combs, the vivacious anil truthful col- 
lector of till! company. 

"Well, it wna ju.st as 1 was telliui? 
you," continued .Curry, "I was driving 
along from Livingstone to Miles City, 
in a two-horse bugsy, and was having 
an elegant trip. Weather lovely, game 
plenty, and roads good. But on the 
tliird (lay out, just ut du.sk, I noticed a 
little mai-shy s])ot ahead, but tboii^lit 
of it. Pretty soon I heard the spIuKh- 
ing of the horses' feet in water, bu t i t 
didn't aeeni to bo dei^]), so J ke]>t on. 
Then it seemed to luo that the horse.s 
weren't as tail as tiiey had been, and I 
wondered if they wore sinking, but no, 
their motion was free and unhampered 
and the water wasn't over three inches 
deep. Then I noticed that the buggy 
was getting ]iretty close to the ground. 
All of a sudden it occurred to nie what 
had happened. I had driven into an 
alkali overllow, and the lye was so 
strong that it had eaten oil about two 
feet of the horses' legs and eaten tlie 
tires and felloes from the buggy wlicela 
and they wero running on the ends of 
the apokes. In a minute more we 
struck a dee]) place. Tiie horses wont 
up to tiu^ir necks, and the buggy alloat. 
In another second the horses anil bug- 
gy were disintegna(Hl and mingled 
with the alkali water, and 1 was left 
swimming alone. 

"Then my clothes commenced to 
drop ofl", and wlien I reached the shore 
I hadn't a rag left on me." 

"Why didn't the lye eat you too'i" 
asked an interesting listeiker. 

"Oh, I'm proof against lye in any 
form," replied the veracious Mr. 
Oombs. 



Plaiitiiiuiii and its Uses. 

"Isn't platinum found in America?" 
asked a reporter of a worker in New 
York. "Not to any extent. We do get 
some from Or(!gon and South America, 
but not much, and the trouble.') now is 
that the jirice is going up while there 
are no supplies forthcoming. It is man- 
ufactured chiefly for laborator)' use in 
, colleges and elsewhere. The sheet.s and 
wires are made into small vessels and 
fine wires for e.xperiuiental i)ur|ioses, 
the value of the metal consisting in its 
resistance to heat. It takes double the 
heat to melt it that is reijuired to work 
cast iron. The articles made from it in- 
cludes boilers, alembrics, crucibles, si- 
phons, tubes, wiregauze, blowpipe, 
spoons, spatulas, refining siphons and 
jewelers' coloring baskets. I supply 
colleges with those articlea_in all 
parts of the country." 

The 8])eaker here showed the rejiort- 
er a piece of sheet platinum. It measur- 
ed twelve inches long by six inches 
vide, and was about a half inch thick. 
It had the appearance of dull silver, 
and was very heavy. "You might not 
think it," he adiied, "but 1 would not 
take §1,000 for that piece of metal. Its 
great weight is aonjething remarkable, 
as you see; it is the heaviest of the 
commercial metals." 

"What is increasing the demand for 
platinuml" was asked. 

"The electric lights. In those of the 
incandescent descri|)tii)n the platinum 
is used in the glolie of the ljurner, be- 
ing the two fine wires that are used in 
the globe to connect with the leading 
copper wires. No other metal could be- 
come fused into the metal that would 
not become o.xidized. Of course, the 
increased demand for the elecrric light 
increases the demand for platinum. 
Why, to show you how much of it is 
used, when one of the electric compan- 
ies was started, and were botfa using 
and spoiling a great many of their 
lights, they were paying me more than 
$1,000 per week for platinum wire." 

[Perils of Society Girls. 

"What are society's perils for young 
womenl" I nsked a "society girl, ' and 
she said: "In Washington, lack of 
men." For girls tlds is true. There are 
plenty of men in WaHliington. Per- 
haps in no city in thi; Uniti'd .Stat(fS is 
society worth so much wliile as in 
Washington, because so many distin- 
guished men gather there. In no party 
do you fail to see groups, and any one 
member of which would be considered 
worth iDukiny a feast for in other citi- 
es. But the dihtiii;,'uihljcfl men of 
Washington scarcely come at an earlier 
period than their miiMle life. 'I'lievare 
in Washington bcx'ause they liave al- 
ready won more or less eminence. They 
are past the uncertainty, the hesitancy, 
the unreality of life, and are bent om 
definite purcuit.s. The young int;n, tin.' 
natural mates for the girls, ai-i; in other 
cities and districts, practising law, 
learning to edit newspajicrs, cantering 
over cattle ranches, pnniching sermons 
to young women ahd probably making 
a roor fist of it, exploring mines, earn- 
ing money, winning fame, liy and by 
thoy will come to Washington, but in 
that day our girls will not be girls any 
more. A few ofjthese young nii.'n are in 
Washington, but very few, hardly 
enough to go round, Consequontly a 
girl who goes into society encounters 
the peril of not finding many stimula- 
ting minds among her young comrades. 
And there are perils of '> o'clock teas, 
ruinous to digestion, and always the 
peril of confounding Iho cakes and 
candies of life with its roast beef. ".So- 
ciety" is so fascinating that girls are in 
danger of forgetting that it is refresh- 
ment and rest, not steady work. — Gail 
Hamilton.
